CinclDBfttf, April 22.— The danger 

lino was reached heifi Monday In the 
Ohio river flood which started at the 
kaadwateri last week and did so mimh 
damn;;e at Pittsburg and Intermediate 
points. Backwater aloiin the I.tcking 
on the Kentucky side iiniiulatcd parts 
of Covington, Newport and other sub- 
urbs. Mill Creek valley is full of wa 
ter and doing damage in the west end 
of Cincinnati. A similar condition ex- 
ists in the east end and along the Lit- 
tle Miami bottoms. But thi- woret con- 
dition is along the public landing and 
in the lower part of this city wlicif 
sewers are blocked and cellars are 
llUed with backwater. A sUge of 45 
feet causes damage In this section and 
that stage was reached Sunday even- 
ing. At 51! feet trains caiiiidt enter 
the Grand Central depot; at feet 
tbe baseball park is flooded, ard at 's 
feet the races at the track at Newport 
must stop. Most of these limits came 
Monday. The crest of the I'ittsburg 
rise is not due here till Tuesday, but 
the extent of It has been close ly antic 
Ipated and preparations are made ac- 
cordingly to prevent damage. 

At 10 o'clock the Ohio reached 4!> 
feet, Just one foot from what is called 
the danger lin<', although damage was 
Incurred at other stages. The (J rand 
Central depot can at this rate be used 
until 10 o'clock Monday night, but the 
railways entering it arranged for stop 
piiiK at ami starting from the Eighth 
Ktri'ct station. Reports from up ri'er 
Indicate rain at most points, and the 
river rising as the Pittsburg crest 
meets the flood of the lower river 
tributaries. The situation here aid 
in the lower Ohio valley Is serious. 

Considerable relief w;is felt when 
the danger line of &U feet was not 
reached till after 2 p. m. It was ex- 
pected before noon. The weather bu- 
reau announces that the Ohio river 
here will continue rising two more 
days, but at a lower rate. The rate 
of only two inches per hour now ex- 
tends up to I ronton and Portsmouth. 
O., and to Ashland and Catlettsburg. 
Ky., from which points it tiilies a day 
for the water to reach here. It re- 
quires two days from Point Pleasant 
for the rise there to reach here, and 
Its rate of rising Is decreasing. The 
weather bureau finds the lower Ohio 
open, so that the flood is having easy 
aicesa into the Mississippi, and the 
highest stage now predicted for Cin- 
dnanti Is only S8 feet. The hourly 
reports have been stopped 

Mayor Flelschmani; and ; ity odieials 
made a tour of inspection in patrol 
wagons around the flooded distri( t.s 
and afterward took a boat Relief will 
be provided for all in need of it. The 
Chicago ball club arrived, but the wa- 
ter lacks only 10 Inches of flooding the 
ball park, and there will not likely be 
any games this week. The races on 
tbe Newport track proceeded Monday 
afternoon, although the course was 
vf cy sloppy. While some Of the rail- 
ways may be unable to reach their de- 
pots none will be shut out of the city, 
and traffic from suburban stations will 
proceed as usual. The Cincinnati, 
Portsmouth and Virginia branch of the 
Norfolk and Western is badly washed 
out east of this city. Imt its terminals 
here are all right. At Newport, Ky.. 
there was BS feet at noon, the gauge 
there being deeper than on the Cincin- 
nati side. A great portion of Dayton. 
Ky., is snbmeixcd. 

At Lawrenceburg, Ind., the .'iO foot 
danflar line was reached at noon, and 
a general Inundation followed. 

At Parkersburg. W. Va., Ann, Julian 
and Market streets are under water, 
and the lirst floors of business houses 
are filled with water. In the Riverside 
and Soutbslde suburbs the water is in 
the second stories and hundreds are 
homelesa Mayor Vandervort has ap 
pointed r «llef committees and appeal- 
ad to the 4'ubUc fos funds. 



Damage at Pittsburg. 

Pittsburg. April 22.— While western 
Pennsylvania was fairly out of the 
clutches of the flood Monday morning 
fears of a quick repetition of disaster, 

and perhaps on an increased scale, 
seemed to haunt the people. Weather 
conditions were not reassuring, la agais 
began raining in Pittsburg, and ad 
vices from headwaters of the Alle- 
gheny showed a renewed rise with 
continued downpour. Warmer tem- 
perature acting on the snow was a far- 
tor that also caused some apprehen 
slon. The waters at this point have 
been steadily receding since 3 o'clock 
Sunday afternoon, but the retreat has 
been very slow Indeed. It Is Impossi- 
ble to fairly approximate the loss re 
suiting from the high waters. Esti 
mates vary from |1, 000,000 to $.3,000,- 
000. but the first figure will probably 
come nearer the correct amount. Ful- 
ly 26,000 Idle empleyes in two days of 
enforced idleness will lose $200,000 In 
wag<'s. Damage to plants along I'enn 
avenue and to the vast Westinghouse 
manufactory In Wlldermlng, with the 
shutdown of other big establishments 
at Ranjcin and boroughs In the Turtle 
Creek valley, easily mounts up to 
$.'iOO,ooo more. The aggregate loss io 
lallroads is estimated at $100,001). 
Property in Allegheny has suffered In- 
Jury to an equal extent. Marshalling 
with these tbe manifold Items of dam- 
age, to other adjacent communities the 
total of $1,000,000 can easily be reach- 
ed. The mills and factorlc's along the 
river fronts will probably be at)le ',o 
resume Tuesday. Railroads are rap- 
idly getting into shape and trains are 
endeavoring tf) make schedule time. At 
11 a. m. it ceased raining here, but 
was still cloudy and threatening. The 
Allegheny registered 20, feet 9 Inches 
and the Monongahela 22 feet. Both 
rivers were falling at the rate of about 
2 inches an hour. The Allegheny rose 
about L'U feet at Oil City since, but 
as this water will nut reach I'ittsburg 
until some time Tuesday river men 
have little apprehension of another 
flood here at this time. 

Crisis Is Past. 

Pittsburg, April 22. — Forecaster 
Ridgeway of the local weather bureau 
says there will be no recurrence of the 
flood. All three rivers will continue^ 
to fall and th'- rise at the headwaters 
is not enough to affect the fall in tbe 
lower streams. It would take a steady 
rainfall of 24 hours, he said, to check 
the fall in the rivers, and from present 
indications that is not likely to occur. 

Weather Bureau Bulletin. 

Washington. April 22.— The weather 
bureau at noon issued the following 
np. cial river Inilletin; During the last| 
24 hours the Ohio river has fallen 4.4 
feet at Pittsburg and 5.8 feet at Davis 
Island dam. It has risen 4 feet at 
Parkersburg, 7.1 feet at Cincinnati j 
and iA feot at Louisville. The river; 
will pass the below danger line, 22 
feet, at Pittsburg. The crest of tbe 
flood passed Parkersburg Monday. 
The river will pass the danger line. 50 
feet, at Cincinnati tonight, and the 
jrest will pass that place tomorrow, 
^t Louisville the danger line of 28 
<eet will be reached by Tuesday night. 
'There are no present Indications of a 
I'hange In the conditions sufUcient to 
check the falling waters over the Up- 
per Ohio region. ' 

Snow in Tennessee. 
Knoxville, Tenn., April 22— Cold 
weatbi'i' continues here, thoimh imli- 
cations for warmer weather prevail. 
This is tbe coldest point south of St. 
Paul, Minn., according to the weather 
bureau reports, the temperature hedng 
;{(! at 7 a. Ill K iiii;si)()rt and Uogi'rs- 
vllle report many orchards ruined on 
account of heavy snow breaking the 
limbs. Oristol and other upper east 
points report snow still falling. A land- 
slide at Brown's Cut on the Norfolk 
and Western railroad near New River, 
V'a., has delayed traffic on that road, 
all the trains being annulled. 

Waning In West Virginia. 
Huntington, W. Va., April 22,— The 
Ohio river was 53 feet at 10 a. m. %nd 
rising m Inches an hour. All tribu- 
taries In the central and southern por- 
tion of the state are falling at head- 
waters, but the Guyandotte, Twelve 
Pole and Big Sandy are rising within 
40 miles of the mouth. News of suf- 
fering and great damage continue to 
come from many points along these 
streams. No loss of life was reported 
Monday. The Ohio will likely not ex- 
ceed 55 feet here. Numerous nei|A« 
boring towns a re floode d. 

Cleveland, April 22.— For the flrst 
time in more than 48 hours trains be- 
gan arriving in Cleveland Monday on 
schedule time from the east. Be- 
tween this city and Buffalo, where the 
storm wrought such havoc to the tele- 
graph anil teli'phone wires, a limited 
number of wUia have been restored 
and placed in service. Between Cleve- 
and and Pittsburg all direct t< legraph 
lines are still down. The suburban 
and city electric railways were operat 
•d with practically so dalajr to trafla 



Sufferino at Hurtsville.

The Tennessee and Cumber- 
land are pouring heavy volumes of wa- 
ter into the Ohio, and rivermen predict 
the l)lt;f,'est flood in years Mu< h dam 
age lias aJn ;i(ly In en wrought to corn 
in tile lowlands. In a few days miles 
of bottom lands in which corn has been 
plsnted will be submerged. 

At Louisville. 
Louisville, April ^2.— The river at 
this point at noon was rising an inch 
and a half an hour. It Is believed by 
old rivermen that a stand will be 
reaeheil by Wednesday, and that while 
there will be a very liig river there 
will be no serious damage. They were 
sufficiently warned, however, and are 
amply prepared for the worst.

VESUVIUS AROUSLD. 

Smoke, Ashes and fjava Belched Vron 
The Voleano's Crater. 

Paris, April 22. — Mt. Vesuvius Is 

again in a st.ite of active eruption 
and many jjeople. scientists, students 
and American tourists are leaving 
Paris by every train for Naples. 

The flrst signs of disturbance were 
observed a week ago, when for three 
days columns of smoke issued rapidly 
from till- crater in great volume, tow- 
ering high above thi" volcano. Then 
came occasionally showers of cinders, 
sometimes sprinkling the country sev 
eral miles around. Now lava Is be- 
ginning to run. 

The fire at the crater is very Intense 
at night, iliuminatiuu the surrounding 
region beautifully. CJnly two slight 
tremors of earthquake have been felt.

April 21 -United SUtea 
Sfnator Chauncey M. Depew was last 
evening the recipient of the tenth .''uc* 
ceaaive anniversary dinner given by the 
members of the Montauk Club of Brook- 
lyn at the 

Ing Ihe beitiuing of his sixty-seventh 
year. After a band bad marched single 

fiie about tbe rows of tables two stalwart 
chefs in their a hite linen caps and jackets 
followed, carrying upon their shoulders 
t'leir customary birthday cake with a 
huge silver oval cover concealing from 
view a seven-year-old girl in white. At 
the guest's table tbe cover was removed 
and the little girl ju mped to her feet on 
the large round platter supporting the 
cake, and repeated several little compli- 
ments to tbe guest of honor. The ap- 
pearance of the child was a complete and 
agreeable surprise to the iSenator. 

In the course of bia speech Mr. Depew 
said : 

"Twenty-dve years ago there were few 
railway cqmpaniea whose capitaliaatlon 

reached f.")0,000,000, and I think no in- 
dustrial corporation existed with a capi- 
tulizatiou of SI ,1)00,000. Marvelous aa has 
been tbe development of corporate com- 
binations and the advance in public 
opinion in one year, the possibility of 
tbe formation in any State, or under any 
conditions, of a company dealing with 
one of the greatest necessaries of a com- 
mercial and industrial people with $500,- 
000,000 of capital would have placed a 
Populist in the Presidential chair and a 
Populist majority in both houses of Con- 
gress in 1890. Tbe octopus of tbe 
imagination of Populist writer and speak- 
er of October, V.W, was a lamb compared 
with a lion beside the real ootopiU of 
March, 1<.H)1. A billion-dollar corpora- 
tion formed in October might have re- 
versed the November verdicts, 
such haa been tbe march of public 
opinion, owing to the marvelous condi- 
tions which have come up iu a few 
months, that the formation of a $1,100,- 
000,000 company frightens nobody.
